Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Pages 4-5, filed April 1 , 2005, with respect to Claims 
1-10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims has been 
withdrawn.

3. Claims 1 , 3-5 and 6, 8-10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to Independent Claims 1 and 6, applicant has sufficiently claimed a 
trolling motor incorporating a light assembly mounted upon a front portion of the top of a 
motor control compartment for illuminating an interior of a boat. The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest the combination of structural elements disclosed and claimed herein, 
and all subsequent dependent claims are allowed.
